We hove all known," he declared,
that Preaident Wilkon constantly
changed his mind on the subject of
permitting the sending of arms and
ammunition Into Mexico, but no one
has before presented the evidence of
his vacillation In as conclse and foree-
fnl form as Colonel Roosevelt."

Washington, Sept. 1.-——After fever-
ish haste in its efforts to thwart &
rallroad strike, the house late this af-

ternoon passed the Adamson elght-
hour law for train employes. This
measure, acceptable to the brother-
hoods as o preventative of the threat-
ened strike, proposes an elght-hour
duy for train employes with 10 hours'
pny, pending a six to eight months |
investigation by a commission created
under the act,

The ofMcial count was 239 to 56,

Immadintely after the bill passed,
Domocratic Leader Kitehin moved to
adjourn to 11 a. m. tomorrow. He
stated it was vastly Important that
every member be In bis seat at that
hour in order to conslder the senate
bill, which he sald he had been as-
sured would pass the upper house
"some thne bofore morning.”

No unusual scens marked the pas-

the matter as cut and dried.

“It I8 meant merely to keep the
arteries of trade open and to pre-
vent any one wilfully closing them ™
repliesd Newlands.
| Senator Reed joined Cummins In
an attack on the penalty sectlon. He
got Newlands to admit that that sec-
tion and the one which gives the in-
terstate commerce commission power
to fix wates, rates and hours of
labor were put in the bill by the com-
[mittes and not in any way suggested
by President Wilson. Reed declared
the penalty section virtually means
abrogation of the right to strike and
Involuntary servitude for the em-
[ployes, althongh Newlands insisted it
was not 80 meant.

An amendment by Congressman
Sterling, Mlinois, proposing that com-
pulsory Investigation be included in
the Adamson measure was overruled
as irrelevant. Sterling then offered
n motion to recommit the bill, with
instruotions to include such a plan.

| A Central News dispatch from The
|Hague today sald that the Austrians
are preparing to evacyate Bistritza.
Heavy fighting continues along the
mountain front leading southward
from Bukovina. Along the southern
border of Transylvania the Austrians
are attempting to make a stand in
the mountain passes. The Berlin
Tageblatt's correspondent at the Aus-
trian front, admitting the surrender
of Kronstadt and other towns to the
Roumanians, indicated that the Ana-
trians will fight stubbornly to hold
Hermannstadt, former capital of
Transylvania, and the Red Tower
pass, the mountain gateway approach-
ing Hermannstadt. Should the Rou-
manians burst through this pass in
large force, they might cut off and
capture the Austrians retreating from
southeastern Transylvania,
Forty-five miles farther west, how-
ever, the Roumanians have plerced to
Valkan pass, it {s admitted at Vienna,
and have marched ten miles north-
ward into Transylvania to the rail-
way town of Petrosenyl.

TRANSYLYANIA NOT
10 8t EVACUATED

Berlin, Sept. 1.—Deapite state-
ments appearing In the Aostrian
press, the Teutonic forces have mo
intention of evacuating the largest
part of Transylvania, the United
Presa was Informed this afternoon.

The plan of campaign contemplates
the evacuation of only a few places.
From several of these the Austrians
already have retired, The withdraw-
al in each instance was a part of a
plan agreed upon many months ago
and was simply for the purpose of
straightening and shortening the line,

Vienna dispatches regarding the
captures in the early fghting of
Transyvlvania has increased the public
confidence in the success of the
Austro-Germans in this new war
theater. It is stated that wherever
the Austrians made a stand they re-
pelled superior Roumanian forces
with somparative sase,

Similarily, on the Greek front the
Bulgarians have had lttle trouble re-
pelling Serblan advances. The war
ofce today announced that Serblan
sttacks in the region of Ceganska
Planing and Moglena broké down.
